INTERNES. ASKED 
10 QUIT PLACES 


Action Taken to Effect 
" Reorganization, States 
Committee—Friction in 
Past Is Charged. 


PLAN TO REDUCE 
HOSPITAL FORCE 


Better Conditions Prom- 
ised Workers—lInternes 
Dissatisfied Over Pro- 
posal of Committee. 


Plans for reorganization of the 
eerps of internes at Grady were out- 
lined at a meeting Sunday afternoon 
of the executive committee of the hos- 
rital, at which 16 internes, now serv- 
ing at the institution, were requested 
to tender their resignations effective 
October 1. 

Ofticials stated that the plan coz- 
templated reelection of all those in- 
ternes who have given satisfac- 
tion, and serve under more attractive 
conditions than at present, but a num- 
ber of the men affected by the change 


plan. 
Interne’s Statement. 


“Not mere than eight of the 16 in- 
ternes who have been askee to resign 
will be reinstated,” said one of the in 
‘ternes. “Lhis is a plan by the execvr- 
tive conimittee of the hospital, all of 
whom are officers of the Atlanta 
Graduate School. of Physicians and 
Surgeons, to give work to students of 
tnat institution. 

“Tt is not necessary to have us: re- 
sign in ordér to get better pay. Neither 
is it necessary that we tender our 
resignations. in order that we might 
obtain better working conditions.” 

The position of the executive com- 
mittee in asking for the resignations 
of the interne ‘staff was explained 
Sunday night by Dr. Frank Eskridge, 
president of the medical board of the 
hospital, as follows: 

Position of Committee. 

“Following numerous complaints 
relatiye to interne service at the hos- 
pital and of friction between certain 
members of the interne staff and one 
or two of the visiting staff of a’ per- 
sonal nature, after serious considera- 
tion the executive committee of the 
hospital decided that the best plan to 
adjust the service at the hospital was 
to reorganize the staff completely. 

‘"l'o this end the committee met wita 
the internes and through the chair- 
inan of the interne committee of the 
hospital discussed in detail the plans 
for betterment of the service whereby 
the patients of the institution would 
receive more efficient service and to 
make the service more attractive to 
the internes themselves. 

“These plans previously were sub- 
mitted to the superintendent of the 
hospital and the mayor and were con- 
sidered the best arrangement to meet 
the conditions.

Stirred by Slaying of Two 
County Officers, County 
Commissioners Push 
Hunt for Slayers. 


Gray, Ga., August 30.—()—That 
three men figured in the slaying of. 
Floyd Malone, county policeman, and 
his deputy, Frank Tucker, on Friday 
afternoon, is said to have been reveal- 
ed before a corner’s jury which ‘is 
still investigating the double tragedy. 

Sheriff J. C. Middlebrooks says 
there. were three men and he says 
he knows them. The possemen who 
have been investigiting the case have 
the same information. 

One of these men boarded a train 
at Macon on Saturday and left for 
“parts unknown ;” the other two will 
be under arrest by Tuesday night, 
according to county officials. 

Joe Duke, solicitor general agreed 
to come here tomorrow to aid in the 
investigation and to systematize the 
work of capturing the slayers of the 
two officers. He was urged to take 
charge of the situation at a mass meet- 
ing of citizens at the courthouse this 
mcrning, at the time that the coroner's 
jury heard further evidence in the 
case. 

Much of the investigation is being 
done secretly thus far. But the in- 
vestigators say that a chain of evi- 
dence is slowly coming out which im- 
plicates three men, the names of whom 
are not revenled. 

An unsigned letter, which Floyd 
Malone ceceived Thursdey afternoon, 
urging him to go to Choate’s Mill 
bridge early Friday morning and meet 
rum-runners leaving: their stills, was 
presented to the coroner's jury. It 
was at this scene, 100 yards off the 
Garrison road, that the two efffcers 
were shot to death. 

Alvali Green, acting coroner; says 
that there will be considerable addi- 
tional evidence to be presented to the 
coroner’s jury tomorrow and tie sol- 
lowing day. He indicated that inves- 
tigation is far from complete. _ 

“It has been reported that I am 
sick,’ said Sheriff Middlebrooks. “I 
did not refuse to go with the posse 
because of that. I'l] take one man and 
go get the three men who did the 
shooting. I know who they are. But 
I am waiting to get the evidence neces- 
sary to convict. If a crowd goes after 
the men, someone is going to get kill- 
ed. There'll be a gun battle.- But I 
can get them without bloodshed.”

Fort IK. Land, state superintendent 
of schools, expects all uttendance ree- 
in Georgia to be broken this 
year. He estimates that there will 
be between 900,000 and 1.000.000 
young Georgians enrolled. Last year 
there were 705,570. Figures for that 
year showed a falling off in attend- 
ance as compared with the figures of 
1920, when 723,077 were enrolled. 
This, however. was a considerable in- 
crease over the figures of ten years 
before 1910, when 555,794 were en- 
rolled, 

Superintendent Land believes that 
the falling off between 1920 and 1924 
was due to the business slump which 
hit the country just after the 1920 
school term started, whieh necessi- 
tated many people putting their old- 
er children to work in order for the 
family to live.

In the new Benjamin Franklin hotel 

in Philadelphia. a study of the plans 
showed that there were more than 
100.000 holes to be drilled in con- 
crete floors, walls and ceilings before 
ithe building w was ready for occupancy. 
|In the same city the new Elks temple 
}required the drilling of 38,000 holes 
just to fasten the carpets. 
These cases are merely representa- 
tive, but they show definitely how 
the problem of “fastening things” has 
become an enormous task with ‘the ad- 
vance of concrete. 

What does this mean in labor. in 
time, in cost? By hand it is slow, 
laborious work. One man with a star 
and hammer can cut a hole three 


—four in an hour. At that rate it 
would have required one man almost 
three years to provide a means of 
fastening the carpet in the Philadel- 
phia Elks’ temple, and he would have 
to work steadily. At a rate of from 
60 to 75 cents per hour the cost of 
the work would have been about 
$6,700 

Of course such time and such costs 
are out of the question, but the fig- 
ures show some startling reasons why 
some easy means of working in hard 
conerete must be generally used. 

Ifere in Atlanta there is a portable 
tool that is rapidly gaining in popu- 
larity for this kind of work. ° It is 
the Syntron Electric Hammer. made 
by the National Electrie Mfg.

Five Safety Points, First 


Mortgage Real Estate Bonds 


In a previous article based on the 
subject of five safety points of first 
mortgage real estate bonds, the matter 
of a reasonable margin of safety was 
taken up. 

This article deals with the trustee- 
ship—the individual, bank or trust 
company, who acts for the bond- 
holders. 

It has been the custom with some 
of the larger first mortgage real es- 
tate bond issues to have as trustee 
for each bond issue, an individual, 
usually an official of the company 
within their own organization, to 
whom the sole duty of trusteeship 
is delegated. 

No one, not even the veries novice 
need question the desirability of hav- 
ing some outside agency, either an 
individual or a bank, to: act for and 
protect the interest of the bond-hold- 
er. Not only does the very fact of 


the outside trusteeship insure _ re- 
| ceipts and disbursements of funds be- 
‘ing handled in a manner looking to 
the best interest of the bond-holders, 
‘but it is equally true that in the 
case where a*bank or trust company 
accepts a trusteeship on a bond issue 


of the type mentioned, more and bet- 
ter safeguards are drawn by the bond 
house in order to insure the ac- 
ceptance of the trusteeship by the 
bank or trust company. 

No official of a bond house can 
qualify so well for the trusteeship 
on a bond issue in which his own 
house is interested, as an outside 
trusteeship—either an individual or 
bank. This statement goes without 
question, and the bond-holder should 
look carefully to this phase of the 
igsue in which he expects to invest 
hiz money. 

The first mortgage real estate bonds
